Seriously speaking, 
British East Africa is numerous and va- 
ried beyond description. The Uganda 
raibway, which runs for about 600 miles 
from the Indian ocean to Lake Victoria 

| right through the country, is lined with 
' antelopes, zebras, gnus and wild os- 
triches, and one frequently sees giraffes, 
lions and rhinoceroses from the car win- 
dows. There is far more game visible in 
a ride over that road than the number.of 
cattle and hogs in a journey through 
the best stock-raising portions of the 
United States, 
Hanting in Rhodesia. 


One of the fine hunting grounds still 

left on the African continent is Barotse- 
land, now known as Northwestern 
Rhodesia. The president migtht reach 
this by going westward through German 
Sast Africa to Lake Tanganyika, and 
thence makin his way down that lake 
on the sma)j] steamers now plying to 
the southern end. From there he could 
march overland to the Broken Hill 
mines, or it may be that the Cape to 
Cairo railroad. will be extended much 
further north by the time he reaches 
there. 

If he should not care to go further into 
German East Africa, ne can take ship al 
Dar Salaam, and go down into the 
Mezambique Channel, landing at Beira, 
in Portuguese mast Africa. From there 
two or three days on a good railroad 
will bring him here to Buluwayo and 
thense to the Victoria Falls of the Zam- 
besi. These falls are equal to if not 
greater in beauty than Niagara, and the 
president should by all means see them. 
From Victvuria the train will take him 
northward across the Kafue river into 
Barotseland, when he will be in a game 
country which affords excellent sport. 

I have met the governor of that terri- 
tory sinee I came here. He is a cele- 
brated ‘hunter and has killed many lions 
{and rhinosceroses. He tells me that 
Barotseland has antelope of all kinds, 
hippopotam!, elands, kudus, lions, chee- 
tahs and leopards. There are numerous 
wild birds, and in the Zambesi and the 
Kafue there is fairly good fishing. 

Sport with the Natives. 

In northwestern Rhodesia the presi- 
dent may have a chance to hunt na- 
tive fashion. The negroes there are 
experts, and they kill all sorts of 
game, from wild hogs to rhinoceroses. 
They hunt at the close of the summer, 
first setting fire to the high. grass and 
burning over the whole country. As 
the grass sprouts up in the swampy 
places the game goes there to feed, 
ang the natives lay in wait and shoot 
it with their bows and arrows or kill 
it with spears. They also stretch great 
nets across the paths or drives, into 
which they chase the game, and when 
the animals become entangled they 
‘rush in and spear them, These nets

it will interest the president to see 
|how they shoot lions and leopards by 
| means of traps. The most common lion 
trap is a noose baited with meat and 
so arranged that when the Hon grabs 
the meat he is caught by the noose, 
and in jerking away pulls the trigger 
of a gun which hangs down from 
above. The gun ts so fixed that when 
it goes off the beast receives the ball 
just back of the neck and is killed. 
In trapping leopards the gun ie set at 
an angle of forty-five degrees, so that 
the animal is shot thrugh the brain. 

The Tiger Fish of the Zambesi. 

*As to fishing, I am told there is no 
sport like catching the tiger fish of the 
Zambesi. This fish often weighs as 
much as. twenty-five pounds, and it is 
as gamey as a salmon. Indeed, it is 
far more so in proportion to its weight, 
‘for it is said that a four-pound Zam- 
besi tiger will yield more excitement 
than a forty-pound salmon, The tiger 
fish Is dark blue on the back, white on 
the. belly, and it has five or six blue 
stripes on the sides. Its fins and tall 
‘are red. The best places to fish for 
it are from an Island, or below a rocky 
bar, in about three feet of water. The

His home is, 
between Floyd, Pa., and the Allegheny, 
river. He is the owner of a watch dog! 
that is a cross between a bulldog and a! 
St. Bernard and noted throughout that 
section for its courage. 

Mr. Smith pastures his cows some dis- 
tance from the farm house and the path 
lies through a tract of rough and un- 
even woodland. On Thursday morning. | 
accompanied by his dog, he was driving! 
his cattle to the pasture field, the dog 
stopped suddenly and stiffened in every 
muscle and made as pretty a ‘‘point’’ as 
any bird dog every accomplished, ‘the 
action was so unwsual that the owner 
also stopped and watched the dog. Then] 
he called ‘him by name, but the animal} 
paid no attention to him, mot even to} 
wag its tail. Mr. Smith had a good, 
stout cudgel in his hand and he pushed! 
on to see what ailed the dog. Ahead of 
the animal, coiled and ready to strike, | 
was a large rattlesnake, with only @ 
few inches intervening between the nose 
of the dog and the head of the snake. 
Mr. Smith is no amateur when it comes 
to dealing with snakes, and before the 
reptile could bury its fangs into the 
nose of his dog, he had given it. a rap 
over the back with his oudgel. 
instantly. 

The dog showed every indication that 
its queer action had been due to the 
hypnotic influence of the rattler.

The American 
railroad, by the most advanced engi- 
neering and industrial methods, carries 
an absurdly small net load for an‘ ab- 
surdliy small distance at an unneces- 
sarily high coast. 

Prevailing inefficiency is not a lapse 
from former virtue. We cannot praise 
“the good old times” when everything 
was done better, The coolie, 4n spite of 
his many virtues, is not better than 
the railroad whose charges per ton 
mile average only one-thirtieth those 
of the coolie. The difference is, how- 
ever, that, elementary though his 
methods are, the coolie has high stan- 
dards, evolved during many centuries, 
but in Europe and America the rali-

A duplicate main has been laid from 
the river to the Hemphill pumping sta- 
tion. the new reservoir will soon be 
completed and a new pump will be in- 
sialled at Hemphill station next 
spring.

For years and years, the president of 
the water board, the members af the 
board, and the general manager of the 
waterworks department begged and 
pleaded with the councf!i to lay a water 
main from the river.

Then 
came the water shortage last summer 
and the era of mud. The prophecy of 
the waterworks department had. been 
fulfilled, but the main was not laid 
until dire necessity forced the work to 
be. done.

Now comes the waterworks depart- 
ment and once more with earnest 
pleadings begs the city council to pro- 
vide the means with which to iay a 
new 36-inch supply main from Hemp- 
hill station into the city.

The revenue and pub- 
lic service last year amotnted to $496,- 
692.45, and the operating expense and 
maintenance to $126,139.54, the interest 
on ponds $44,550, making a total charge 
against the cash receipts and public ser- 
vice of $170,689.54, leaving a credit to 
the department of $325,902.91. 

“Many people do.not realize that the 
amount of water furnished the city, if 
paid fer, would operate the plant, pay 
expense of maintenance and repairs and 
the interest on the bonds, leaving the 
cash receipts as a net profit. 

“If the works were uwned by a pri- 
vate company and the same rate charged 
for water as we do now and the city 
pay as other cities do for like service 
rendered by water department, it would 
pay Over 6 per cenit on an investment 
of $65,000,000.’ 

In his report for this year to the water 
board, the general manuger makes the 
following statéments which should be 
carefully read and weighed by every cit- 
izen of Atlanta: 

About Filtration Plant. 


“A waterworks system in a growing 
city is never completed when there is 
no further demand for improvements 
and additions to the system, the city it- 
self is finished. Atlanta is a rapidly 
growing city. Wer manufacturing and 
other industries are increasing in the 
same ratio. It is the duty of the city to 
furnish the public with an abundant sup- 
ply of pure water. ‘This can only be 
done by the water department having 
the proper facilities furnished it with 
whieh to do the work. 

“The question of filtration is attract- 
ing the serious consideration of all the 
Many of 
them are spending millions of dollars in 
installing large and improved filter 
plants, and it is time that the citizens 
of Atlanta be fully informed of the con- 
ditions here, and of the necessity of 
enlarging our filtering capacity to such 


‘system in a proper condition. 
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an extant as will insure an ample supply 
of pure water. 

“The muddinesa, of the waters of the 
Chattahoochee river, from which we take 
our supply, calls for its constant and 
careful filtration for public use. | 

‘In my report for 1900, I called par- 
ticular attention to the necessity of 
increasing our filtering capacity from 
4,000,000 to 6,000,000 gallons per day 
over the present plant in the following 
language: 

““The filtering capacity should be in- 
creased from four to six million gel- 
lons more than at present.’ 

Water Mains Are Needed. 


‘“; desire to call your attention to the 
importance of reinforcing the distrib- 
uting system in the city by having 
larger mains, especially in the business 
and congested districts. The present 
piping system is entirely too smail in 
many localities. The daily increase in 
the consumption of water in the city 
makes it necessaTy that mains of suffi- 
cient size be laid to enable the de- 
partment to furnish volume sufficient 
to meet this demand and furnish fire 
pressure. 1 first called attention to 
this in my report for 1896. I have done 
So repeutedly since that time. During 
the years 1896 and*® 1897 a part of this 
was done. During 1898 there were 1,3!0 
feet of 10-inch and 480 feet of 16-inch 
pipe laid. In 1899 and 1900 there was 
\.272 feet of 10-inch pipe laid. In 1900 
the people became aroused to the sit- 
uation. <A citizens’ committee was ap- 
pointed, and took the matter in hand; 
as a result Mr. Peter Milne, an expert 
hydraulic engineer of New York, was 
employed to come to Atlanta and ex- 
amine and report on the conditions of

They forget that the Tevenue from 
this department pays into the city 
treasury much more than the cost to 
operate it, and that the public service

The report of ‘the general manager 
not only shows that the present demand 
on the waterworks is too great for the 
supply from the two mains into the 
city, ‘but that there are still a large 
number of streets in the city In which 
there is no water.

It is apparent that the time has come 
to disregard sensitive feelings and to 
ignore the restraint of what is known 
@s “appearances,” when the stubborn 
figures of the federal census, taken in 
turn from the records of Atlanta’s own 
board of health, gave the city a death 
rate in !905 of 2414.8 to the 100,000 of 
population, as compared to just 1637.6 
to the 100,000 population as the aver- 
age of 338 American cities. 

The Constitution claims no credit for 
Original use of these figures. They were 
compiled from the census reports and 
published in pamphlet form ag a por- 
tion of the report of the bond commis- 
sion of Atianta chamber of com- 
merce, twenty-four of the most prom- 
tnent business men of the city placing 
their signatures to that report as gub- 
stantiating their belief that Atlanta 
should forthwith issue. $1,500,000 tin 
municipal bonds, the larger portion of 
which should be applied to removing 
conditions giving rise to the tragic 
contrast of our death rate with that 
of other American cities. 

A portion of that report reads:* 

“At the outset most of this commit- 
tee were not inclined to favor a large 
bond but the condition of affairs 
made clear by our investigation has 
convinced us beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that the city ought-to use its 
credit freely to PROTECT THE LIVES 
AND PROPERTY OF THE PEOPLE. 

“Many thousands of them are paying 
for protéction which they do not re- 
ceive, and the ‘conditions resulting 
from this NEGLECT ARE SO BAD 
THAT WE ARE 
MAKE THEM PUBLIC.” 

| Removable Causes. 


The Constitution fs equally “reluct- 
ant”. to make public conditions that re- 
flect discredit upon the city. The argu- 
ment of expediency would be to ignore 
such figures for fear of injuriously ad- 
vertising Atlanta. The answer to such 
argument is that they are already of 
record in the federal census reports, 
and that but one method exists where- 
by they may be materially reduced. and 
that is in exposing the causes back of 
their abnormal proportions. 

An even more important feature is 
that the emphasizing of these causes, 
the majority easily removable, will re- 
eult in radical improvement many 
months before the permanent remedy 
of a bond issue is available. It is, in 
the main, simply a question of science 
and arithmetic. Science offers to re- 
duce, by an impressive numeral. the 
number of deaths occurring annually 
in Atlanta. , 

It exacts, in return, sufficient. funds 
to prosecute itg work.

Death Rate? 

The answer, by health officials 
local physicians of the most unques- 
tionable standing is, largely— 

Uncleanliness, sanitation that is dis- 
gracefully inadequate, conditions of 
living, in portions of the city, that vio- 
late every law of commonsense and 
hygiene. 

It is admitted that the discrepancies 
in the figures baffle ‘us in piaces. In 
others, their significance is unmmistaka- 
ble. In every inetance, and ACCORD- 
ING TO BVDBRY AUTHORITY AP- 
PROACHBD, THEY CALL FOR SUCH 
A RIGID AND FAR-REACHING IN- 
VESTIGATION INTO CAUSES, AND 
SUCH AN UNREMITTING WARFARE 
AGAINST THOSE CAUSES, AS WILL 
SPEEDILY| RELIBVE THE CITY 
FROM THE UNJUST ASPERSION 
NOW PLACHD ON IT BEFORE THE 
COUNTRY. : 

Dr. Bernard Wolff, president of At- 
janta’s board of health, Is recognized as 
one of the leading physicians of the 
south, and a2 man who has made long 
and intelligent study of science of san- 
itation. He was questioned concerning 
the sanitary conditions and regulations 
in Atlanta. 

“We have lost sight of the fact,” said 
Dr. Wolff, “that Atlanta has become a 
city. In many respects, we are ‘still 
pursuing methods characteristic of the 
cross-roads village. What appears to 
be an abnormal death rate in Atlanta 
can, to an extent, be explained by the 
fact that 40 percent of our population ts 
composed of negroes, with their noto- 
riously unhygienic and unsanitary 
modes of Living, and their established 
susceptibility to disease, especially of 
infant classes, 

Small Village Methods. 


‘One item, however, should not be 
overlooked. There are, in the limits of 
Atianta, 10,805 homes without sewerage 
Or water facilities; in other words, 
that many homes, sheltering in the 
neighborhood of 50,000 people, are de- 
pendent upon primitive earth-closets, 
open and exposed to the invasions of 
flies in most instances, and proved

“It is literalky impossible for the 
number of night-soil wagons at the dis- 
posal of the sanitary department to 
Visit these places, often enough to in- 
Sure cleanliness, even conceding that 
they are a necessary evil under present 
conditions. 

‘In a great many instances, it ig in- 
evitable that these closets siiould infect

the wells used for drinking purposes in 
the immediate vicinity, not to mention 
their instrumentality in supplying 
breeding places for the domestic flies 
that may convey germs Into nearby 
homes, or into homes within a radius 
Of several biocks.’’ 
“Is it not true,” Dr AVolff was asked, 
“that many towns, Situated even more 
advantageously than Atlanta, have suf- 
fered typhoid fever and other scourges 
reason of sanitary conditions?” 
“[T have in mind,” he replied, ‘“‘sev- 
eral mountain towns where all the. nat-

ural con@itions should make for almost 
perfect comnrunity health. Yet out- 
houses and horse lots and barns are 
kept in such close proximity to ‘wells, 
and are neglected so flagrantly, that 
the people are periodically visited by 
typhoid and other diseases, which they, 
in all good faith, perhaps, attribute to 
Providence.” : 

“Is it not possible,”” he was asked, 
“that these same conditions repeated, 
relatively speaking, in Atlanta, are re- 
sponsible for the showing made by this 
city ?°’ 

“Tt is not only possible, but, in ail 
probability, these conditions are mainly 
responsible for the prevalanoe here of 
certain types of diseases. 

About Typhoid. 


“In failing to keep pace with modern 
methods, and take advantage of the 
safeguards provided us by science, we 
ape the small country village, except 
that we might be said to have jammed 
down several small country villages into 
the most thickly populated sections of 
our town, as definite imenaces to sur- 
roundings immediately contiguous, as 
well as districts at a distance. — 

“As regards typhoid, pure and simple, 
and its distribution by flies and im- 
pure water, it is only necessary to re- 
fer to the government encampment at 
Chickamauga during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, with which every physician 
is familiar. Unspeakable sanitary con- 
ditions produced an epidemic there 
which spread over various sections of 
Georgia and surrounding states. Since 
that time, the government and = state 
troops that have used the Chickamauga 
grounds have been surrounded by rigid 
sanitary precautions... All excreta has 
been burned, the water supply has been 
safeguarded, the food supply protected 
and typhoid abolished. virtually. 

“What has been done at Chickamauga 
can be done in every American city, in 
| Atlanta, with the proper expenditures. 
but only with the proper expenditures, 
It takes money t6 keep a city sanitary 
and healthful, regardless of ‘its natural 
advantages. You cannot impress that 
fact too firmly upon the people.’’ 

Dr. Wolff was asked what he would 
suggest in the way of remedies for con- 
ditions in- Atlanta. His answer was by 
no means uncertain. 

Remedies, 


“We need a radical inoreasge in our 
eanitary force,’’ he replied, “as well as 
large additions to equipment for dis- 
posing of garbage and night soil. The 
city has grievously Outgrown its pres- 
ent facilities, and the department, while 
faithful and efficient, aimply cannot 
keep up with the demands made upon 
it. There should be at least one more 
crematory. We should enact and en- 
force stringent laws tending to locate 
and prevent the spread of tuberculosis, 
and every effort should be made to re- 
move conditions under which negroes, 
and, in eome cases, white people, huddle 
together tn decidedly unhygienic sur- 
roundings. 

“We must do away with these earth 
closets and with the present lax method 
for disposing of stable manure as 
speedily as possible. Sewerage and 
water facilities are indispensable, of 
course, to the final solution of this prob- 
lem, but we oan mitigate it in the 
meantime by such regulatione as have 
already been suggested. 

“TIT would not undertake to say just 
what percentage the death rate would 
‘be reduced. by these imperative im- 
provements, but necessarily the figure 
would be a large one., 

“Tt is simply for the people of At- 
lanta to decide whether théy care suf- 
ficiently for life and health here to 
pay the necessary price for it.’’ 

Figures Correct. 


Dr. J. P. Kennedy, health officer of 
Atlanta, is perhaps more conversant 
with the situation here than any other 
ene individual. He is daily thrown into 
contact with each one of its phases, 
and his extemeiee arofessional experi-

ence before entering the city’s service 
qualifies him preeminent]Jy to pronounce 
judgment upon a topic so vital to the 
publie welfare. 

“The figures used by the bond coms 
mission in referring to mortality and 
Sanitary conditions here are correct,” 
he said. “They were compiled by the 
federal census from records kept in 
this office, and you may be sure that 
every effort is made to keep these rec- 
ords scrupulously, since they mean 80 
much to the reputation of this city.” | 

Like Dr. Woltf, Dr. Kennedy ascribed 
a portion of Atlanta’s poor showing in 
the mortality tables to the 40 per cent 
negro population, racially susceptible to 
disease and living wunder conditions 
Whieh not only encouraged its develop- 
ment, but militated against combating 
its treatment and its extension. 

“In this respect,"’ Dr. Kennedy said, 
“statistics will show that the death 
rates of nearly all southern cities are 
adversel affected by the negro popula- 
tion, but it is true that our showing is 
poorer than it should be, considering 
even this handicap. 

“A large -propertion of this adverse 
rate, particularly typhoid fever and 
tuberculosis, I attribute to the senti- 
ment that allows the presence of more 
than 10,000 Surface closets within the 
city limits, and that tolerates our pres- 
ent deplorable lack of System regard- 
ing the Safeguarding and the removal 
of stable manure. 

“For June and July of last year, for 
imstance, there were reported seventy 
cases of typhoid fever in the city of 
Atlanta.

| ‘We could almost undertake the cut- 
ting Of the rate from typhoid by one- 
nalf, and a proportionate decrease in 
the other diseases traceable to ee 
sources,” he answered. 

“What about the Purity of the city’s 
Water supply?’ 

“That,” answered Dr. Kennedy, ‘‘js 
unquestioned. The Pporportion of dis- 
fase traceable to the water served the 
Deople of Atlantas is negligible. I be- 
lieve We have as clean: anq uncontam- 
inated a supply as any city in the coun- 
.try.. The trouble Yoes not lie in this 
direction. But we do find that persons 
protected by proper water and sewer- 
age facilities are at the mercy of die- 
ease from open surface closets and 
from manure heaps, perhaps a hundred 
feet away, perhaps in the next block. 

Pure Milk and Meat. 


“Is the milk and meat inspection suf- 
ficient to safeguard the city’s health 
in these directions?’ 

“It is,” he replied. “I¢ you will no- 
tice our records you will fina that the 
vendor of impure milk stands no show- 
ing in this community, and we have 
virtually abolished the shops in certain 
districts of the city whence impure fish 
and meat were sold to the poorer class 
of people. The board of health is al- 
ways open to complaint on these ecores. 
and where our own employees do not 
detect mischief we appreciate the co- 
operation of the regular citizens.’” 

Dr. Kennedy nameq several locations 
in the heart of the residence section 
of Atlanta where citizens were men- 
aced by disease from houses or hovels 
within a radius of three or four 
bloc ke, 

“The sewerage and water facilities of 
the city are totally inadequate,” he 
said. “IT can show :you several dis- 
tricts where whole blocks of houses 
equipped with the most approved sani- 
lary appliances abut closely ,on other 
houses deprived of these facilities. for 
the reason that the city has’ not ex- 
tended sewers and mains within auf- 
ficient distance to permit connection. 

“The law empowers us to force prop- 
erty owners to install sanitary equip- 
ment where water and sewers are 
within reasonable distance. But what 
are you going to do when neither of 
these are available? The only alterna- 
tive is the open closet and the well, 
the one offering a _ fertile breeding 
Place for disease-carrying flies ang the 
other subject to contamination from 
the closets and other sources. 

“Such a condition is bad enough at 
its best. But when you add to it the 
fact that the equipment of the sanitary 
department is not sufficient to enable 
us to keep these 1[!0,000-odd premises 
properly clean, and the further fact 
that we have no provision even for san- 
itary regulations of the premises using 
these antiquated contrivances. you 
have a combination of circumstances 
which ought to go a long way toward 
explaining our handicap {n combatting 
disease in this city, a city whose nat- 
ural tonditions should make it the 
healthiest of its size in the world.” 
Sanitary Department Inadequate. 


“Is the sanitary department suffi- 
clently active to afford you adequaté 
cooperation?’ he was asked. 

“The sanitary department 
didly efficient for its numbers and 
equipment,’’ the doctor replied, “but 
is fitted in neither of these respects to 
serve a city of the size of Atlanta. The 
people are in danger of forgetting that 
as population and houses’ increase, 
their sanitary facilities must keep pace, 
or the penalty “will be an increase of 
death and disease. The department 
needs enlargement in every depart-

ment, and the quicker the people of 
Atlanta realize that fact the sooner 
will we arrive at a solution of the pub- 
lic health problem,” 

Dr. Kennedy stressed a fact with 
which it is probable few Atlantans are 
familiar—that stable manure is one of 
the most potent breeders of flies known, 
the variety of files that spread the in- 
fection of typhoid and other diseases. 


Dirty Stables. 

“We have made many efforts, he 
said, “to secure such legislation as will 
enable us to regulate the stables and 
barns of the city. Under present con- 
ditions, the owner of a horse or @ COW 
may or may not remove the product of 
his stable, since the responsibility rests 
upon him in Ms private capacity. As a 
result. there is total lack of system in 
this defection, and we have-va condi- 
tion as threatening, in proportion, to 
the city’s health as the surface closefs. 
An ordjnance providing for a tax on 
these animals, to the end of. putting 
the work of manure removal in the 
city’s hands and providing for system- 
atic work, was introduced in the coun- 
cil, but we are told that it is probably 
unconstitutional, and there the matter 
reste, . 

‘This same ordinance,’ continued Dr. 
Kennedy, “carries provisions which % 
regard as of extreme importance to the 
city, as offering at jeast a temporary 
solution to the problem of surface 
closets. While requiring that all,zmanure 
Shall be kept in water-tight bins, pro- 
tected from the Invasions of flies, “it 
also requires that all closets shall: be 
equipped with vessels similarhy cofi- 
structed: the obvious effort being to 
prevent flies from gaining admjttance 
to these receptables, and to avert seep- 
percolation, which, otherwise, 
nearby wells and streams. I] 
am confident that the passage of such 
an ordinance will materially diminish 
disease directly traceable to these 
sources. 

"Give the 10,000 homes Atlanta 
now ‘without th@#®#n adequate sewerage 
and water facilities. pass rigid measures 
calculated to check infection from tu- 
barculosis, do away with the unsanitary 
city, and we will go a long step toward 
conditions that prevail in many con- 
gested and huddled sections of the 
giving the city the health to which its 
environment entitles it. 

The Deadly Hoase Fly. 

Few people are familiar with the role 
rlayed by the common housefly in 
Spreading typhoid fever, and other dis- 
eases. Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriol- 
ogist, furnished interesting informa- 
tion on this topic. The photographs 
here produced show, many times mag- 
nified, the foot of the little insect that 
daibbles in disease germs, tracks over 
your food and carries death in his 
trail. 

‘Science has proved its indictment 
of spreading disease against the house- 
fly," said Dr, Smith. “Imagine a host 
of these little creatures turned loose 
on the stable heaps and the surface 
closets of Atlanta. The foot of each 
sprawls over every object it traverses, 
gathering infection, probably, from re- 
fuse matter in one block, only to be in- 
dustriously conveyed by its owner to 
the next house of the next block, where 
the fly will crawl over and possibly in- 
fect sugar, meat, other food or water 
left exposed to its activities. We can 
do little to conquer the fly or to curb 
his death-dealing energies until we 
shut him off from ingress to manure 
heaps, his favorite breeding places, and 
from «surface closets, whefe he may 
breed or whence he may carry infec- 
tion.

Ammunition for the Fly. 


"The thing is intensely simple in its 
operation and remedy. But there is 4 
vast work involved in applying the lat- 
ter, simple as it appears. I believe it 
is only necessary that Atlantans gen- 
erally recognize that every unprotect- 
ed compost heap and eveTy open closet 
is.a recruiting station, whence these 
little pests can gather disease, to lead 
to practical remedial measures. Neither 
should it be forgotten that these clos- 
ets afford another source of danger, in 
that they threaten nearby wells com- 
monly used for drinking purposes, with 
pollution.” 

It «will be «een from what has al- 
ready been stated that in the last 
analysis the work of safeguarding the 
city’s health devolves mainly upon the 
Chief John Jent- 
zen is the commander of a small anmy 
Of inapectors and laborers engaged in 
daiky keeping the city clean and work- 
ing away at that formidable death rate 
Chief Jentzen was first questioned re- 
garding the earth closets to which ref- 
erence has been made as a prolific 
source of disease.

Forty-Five to the Block. 


*T will gice you one instance,” replied 
Chief Jentzen, “In a single block in 
the first ward there are forty-five of 
these closeta, supplying from fifty to 
seventy-five persons, mainly negroes. 
That is an illusttation. In other wards 
conditions somewhat parallel exist, 
though there is no question the instance 
I have mentioned is extreme. In prac- 
tically every case, where these earth 
closets occur in clusters ,there are not 
far distant houses equipped with water 
and sewerage, but menaced at the same 
time by these neighboring homes not 
so fortunate. 

“We have only fifteen wagons avalil- 
able for handling this b\fanch of the 


City’s service; one wagon, say, to 653 


closets. In good weather, and when 
the blind alleys and small streets that 
lead to these places in many instances 
are fairly passable, we get around to 
each of tham about once in twelve 
days.” 

‘Dr, Kennedy says that In just about 
half the service these places should re- 
ceive to make them even approximate- 
ly sanitary,’’ it was suggested. 

‘That is perfectly true,” he replied, 
‘but it is the best we can do. with the 
means at our disposal. 

“Where they report to us that sick- 
ness exists, we make trips oftener, but 
you see it fs at the expense of other 
homes,

People Anxious for Improvements, 


“And what is more, 
has been that the people, 
many instances ,are extremely willing 
to pay the extra expense of sanitary 
improvements, if the city will only do 
its part in extending the mains and 
the trunk sewers. 

“Speaking of trunk sewers,’ 
“T dan’t want to offend any people liv- 
ing near these localities, but the bond 
commission was not far wrong when it 
insisted on the necessity of closing the 
mouths of these trunk sewers on the 
outskirts of the city, or extending them 
for a safe distance beyond the lmits, 
or disposing of their outflow in some 
manner more sanitary than those at 
present prevailing. The conditions at 
some of these sewer outlets is inde- 
scribable. There no question in my 
mind that enough disease is bred here 
and caught up by flies to explain much 
of the sickness in this city.” 

“What equipment would -be required 
to double your visits to the homes now 
unsupplied with sanitary facilities?’ 
was asked. ,

It must be borne in mind that while 
we have 9,000 more homes than ten 
years ago, we have six less wagons, 
though the work these latter are called 
upon to do is dimintshed slightly by 
the ‘increasing number of sewer connec- 
tions.” 

“What about the removal of garbage?” 
‘For this purpose,’’ Chief Jentzen re- 
plied, ‘‘we have 120 teams. These 120 
teams haul 744 loads daily, visiting 
each house on an average of twice a 
week, except in the instance of apart- 
ment houses, where the large numoer 
of families compel us, of course, to make 
collections oftener. 

Garbage Removal. 


“The health department will tell you 
that in summer, at least, garbage 
should be removed at least three times 
a week. To do this would require addi- 
tional equipment of forty carts.” 

“What is your appropriation for this 
year?’ 

“We have been given only $166,000 
for this year, with all of the added 
work upon the department by the city’s 
growth, while last year we were given 
$176,000. I cannot tell you why. I 
only know that the authorities are 
thoroughly familiar with the needs of 
the department, 

“The business center of the city is 
swept each night by means of sweeping 
machines, and dt is in this direction 
that we have probably least trouble. 
There should, unquestionably, be more 
sprinkling carts for use in the city 
during the day for the purpose of lay- 
ing the dust, which any physician will 
tell you must be laden with disease 
germs of more or less virulence.” 

The foregoing presents in as brief 
compass as possible the machinery and 
the methods whereby the largest city 
in the central south protects its health. 
It will be noted all the way through. 
from the president of the health board 
to the chief of the sanitary department 
the complaint is the same; that At- 
lanta is doing business, from the stand- 
point of sanitation and hygiene, ac- 
cording to methods and with equip- 
ment that have 
little in the last ten years. 

The story, speakine for itself, pre- 
gents all the earmarks of a city asleep, 
of people unalive to the causes under- 
lying .conditions that are obvious 


enough.

terviews were obtained with Drs W EB, 
Elkin and J. Scott Todd, long identified 
with the-growth and the professional 
institutions of Atlanta. 

Dr. Elkins, with patriotism that was 
commendable, frankly challenged the 
figuures showing an abnormal death 
rate in the city. 

“IT am inclined to believe there is 
something wrong in the classifications 
and compilations,” he said. “Atlanta 
is, naturally, about the healthiest city 
in the United States. Our altitude is 
ideal, the climate, winter and summer, 
has been remarked upon by visitors 
from every state in the union, and ouc 
tcpographical situation lends itself to 
splendid natural drainage. 

“We cannot afford any such adver- 
tisement. as these figures give us, and 
I am in favor of a thorough investiga- 
tion by council, and duly qualified ex- 
perts, going into the very roots of 
these causes, and disclosing upon just 
what foundation these statistics are 
founded.

Dr. Todd was equally emphatic. 

“Unquestionably,’ he said, “much 
avoidable illness can be traced to 
faulty sanitary conditions in various 
pertions of the city. 

“A libera] percentage Of this I wou'd 
attribute to polluted drinking water, 
due to the use in the city of welis 
contaminated by surface closets and 
from other sources. I remember a case 
in.my own hospital practice of severai 
scars ago, of fifteen cases of typhoid 
fever, wherein fourteen were traced to 
use Of wells, and the fifteenth patient 
used city water at his business house 
and well water at his home. It seems 
is sufficient demonstration. 

“Another thing you can stress, 
that is the negro’s share in this deatn 
rate. You wilf see that he figures very 
materially in. swelling it. Sometimes, 
when it comes to the negro, we are 
very rone to drift into the habit of 
asking. ‘Am I my brother’s keeper.” 
The negro retaliates by developing 
diseases and infecting us with them. 
and increasing our sick list and our 
death rate. We improve our own sarni- 
tary well being when we insist that he 
improve his method of living.” 

Drs. M. C. Martin and A. H. Lin- 
dorme are city physicians respectively 
for the third and seventh wards, with 
opportunities for observation naturally 
felling. to doctors thrown into conta:t 
with this class of professional work. 

Both take the position that defective 
sewerage facilities, in conjunction with 
the susceptibility of the negro to dis- 
ease, and his unhygienic methods of 
life, do much to explain the unenViable 
prominence of this city. 


Other fhysiciansa. 


Dr. Lindorme emphasized the tenden- 
cy of the negro to avoid medical 
treatment wherever possible, to falsify 
information required by physicians in 
combating the conditions under which 
he lives. 

Dr. Lindorme had twice visited the 
Chickamauga encampment, in charge of 
sanitary arrangements for the Fifth 
Georgia regiment. and repeated evti- 
dence of the strict precautions already 
described. whereby typhoid fever: and 
other diseases had been reduced to a 
migimum. He believed the same meth- 
ods, adapted, of course, to suit exigen- 
cies, would work the same results in 
Atlanta. 

Dr. W. Jay Bell drew attention to the 
manner in which New Orleans derives 
rerfectly pure water from the Missis- 
to merit the serious attention of tile 
function virtually as sewer for the 
vast valley bearing its name. “That 
shows,” he said, “the possiblities of 
pure municipal water supply. The peo- 
ple of Atlanta need not fear the 
healthfuiness of the city water. The 
trouble lies elsewhere. The causes as- 
signed by the local health authorities 
are plausible. Sufficiently so, at least. 
serious atttention of the 
people of Atlanta. It is also possibie 
that facilities for hospital treatment 
of negro charity cases are not suffi- 
cient. This might explain a percentage 
of what seems a death rate totally un- 
warranted by natural conditions in 
this city.’’, 

These are the plain. unemotfona! 
facts in the cage. It is for the people 
of Atlanta, confronted by the question. 
“What is the matter with the health 
of the city?” to find if the answer lies 
in a perhaps inadvertent adherence to 
the principle of dollars versus lives.

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Bad Hesults of Abdominal Breathing 


The following is the answer to suen 
questions as “Is there a right and 
wrong way to breathe?” “Should one 
lift the chest or not in singing?” 
“Why cannot a person sing naturally?’ 
and ‘“‘Why Is it necessary to waste 
lime Jearning to breathe when every 
one knows that as well as to eat ” etc. 
ad infinitum. 

We do not all breathe any more than 
all eat correctiy. How often we hear 
that one has eaten something which 
the digestive apparatus has refused, 
and how often do we see people, yes, 
even well-dressed folk in the restau- 
rants today eating and chewing with 
the mouth open and sometimes the ac- 
companying crunch. Surely the refined 
could not say that such a person was 
eating correctly. It is quite evident to 
the most casual observer that faulty 
respiration cannot possibly increase the 
area of lung function, and that func- 
tion. must of necessity be imperfect 
and restricted, and hence follows a re- 
laxed and catarrhal condition resulting 
in partial paralysis of the vocal chords 
and even a-complete loss of voice, and, 
in fact, belng instrumental in devei- 
oping bronchitis, capillary pneumonia, 
and even tuberculosis. It is a.well- 
known fact that there diseases find a 
¢ongenial habitat in a lung soll (as it 
were) so incompletely developed, and 
this is where they exert their baleful 
influence. Pressure of the diaphgram 
downward upon the liver impedes the 
portal circulation and produces conges- 
tion of that important organ. Func- 
tions of indigestion are interfered with, 
especialiy the functions of the pan- 
creas. This pressure is apt to induce a 
eatarrhal condition of the digestive 
organs. In females -uterine functions 
are seriously interfered with and dis- 
placements of that organ are often in- 
duced to the great impairment of the 
health of the sufferer.

Can One Learn 


Can I’ learn to sing without tempera- 
ment? I am very fond of music anid 
have a goog voice, but I never feel 
What the great artists portray on tie 
stage. Is that a matter of cultivation 
with them, or do they really feel all 
that they sing or say? 

B. Gs: 'd. 

If you have a good voice and plenty 
of brains which you are not the least 
bit lazy about using, you can learn tp 
sing, even if you are devoid of temper- 
ament. Ycu may never move an au- 
dience to frenzy, but you will be able 
to portray emotions. If you were to 
portray real tears, and really cry, J 
fear that the effect on your voice of 
real tears would be disastrous. The 
actress.or singer has a decided advan- 
tage over the concert artist as move- 
ments, stage setting, etc., all add to 
the general effect. In the interpreta- 
tion of dramatic songs, or in purely 
dramatic. singing, the temperament of 
the singer is no small ‘factor to his 
success, and this temperament is an 
item over which the individual has 
merely a secondary control. It is born 
with him, the result of racial develop- 
ment, of heredity, of the many com- 
plex laws whith govern the destinies 
of human beings. Certainly educafion 
may and does mould, ang to a certain 
extent alter it, but still the tempera- 
ment remains to tinge and color the 
artist's work. It is like looking at a 
beautiful landscape through many- 
colored glasses. The scene is the same, 
but the light upon it varies, as we look 
through the cold blue, the enriching 
yellow or warm red. Sut though this 
question of temperament is largely 
decided for us and will always color 
Our work; still it is possible for us to 
bear a full and honorable testimony 
of the composer whose work we would 
interpret. Never try to sing -without 
an intelligent understanding of the 
text, no matter-,what the language. 
Nowadays we have very fair transla- 
tions, and you must know the story

Looking 
to the future, I feel safe in saying that 
we have probably passed the crisis and 
are on the roaqg to convalescence and 
health. And how can it be otherwise? 
This country cannot stop growing 3a 
long as human wants are daily ‘in- 
creasing, and the opportunities are pro- 
vided for meeting these wants. The 
world’s consumption of cotton is rap- 
idiy expanding. It has been well said 
that the missionary of the Gospel, as he 
penetrates the wilds of heathen lands, 
is opening up heathendom to civiliza-

tion and to clothes, and is thus an ad- 
vance agent for southern cotton. The 
world’s consumption of iron and stee! 
and coal goes on apace, and while the

NEW EMERGENCY NOTES. 


They Are Being Rapidly Printed by 
Treasury Department. 


Washington, D. C., August 1.—The treas- 
ury officials are making satisfactory progress 
in getting out emergency notes under the 
circulation act passed at the last session of 
congress. Acting Secretary Coolidge said. to- 
day that the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing, under the of Superintendent 
Ralph, is delivering tq the treasury from 
$2,000,000 to $3,600,000 in the new currency 
daily, and that by the middle of September 
fully $100,000,.000 would be ready for deliv- 
ery to the banké on call. It is expected that 
by the time congress meets in December the 
whole $500,000,000 authorized will be printed 
and ready for distribution. 

Up *ta this time only one emergency cur- 
rency association has been formed under the 
new currency law. The banks. in the Dtstrict 
of Columbia had their articles of association 
approved by the secretary offi: the treasury 
some weeks ago, but the banks in New York 
and other financial centers are not disposed 
to fully commit themselves pending a deter- 
mination of the question whether a bank 
joining an association can withdraw from it 
after complying with all the requirements of 
the law. The treasury officials regard this 
question as purely academic, but they have 
the matter under consideration.

Quite a good deal of interest has 
been aroused by the delivery of this 
decision. It practically puts the ban 
upon all solicitation of every character 
in dry territory. A man may write, 
unsolicited, to some party or liquor 
house in a wet state and have liquor 
shipped to him. for his personal use; 
but if this decision be upheld, it was 
declared yesterday by able lawyers, 
that it would do more damage to the 
liquor interests than any legislative or 
judicial action yet taken.

Thus there has been created a gap which must be filled-up. Merchants’ 
shelves are empty, stocks have run low, the people have been wearing their 
old clothes, and railroads and other corporations have bought barely suffi- 
cient to supply immediate and essential wants. 

This state of things cannot continue long in a country groaning under 
the weight of the greatest agricultural production it has ever known. 

Already there are abundant signs of the turning tide of consumption and 
demand, in the resumption everywhere of mills, mines and factories, which 
have called into requisition thousands of recently idle freight cars, and 
there has set in a traffic movement which promises to exceed in vastness of 
volume that which the railroads of the country were scarcely able to take 
care of two years ago. 

There are eight billion dollars’ worth of crops to be moved in the next 
half-year, and those eight billion dollars are going to be spent largely for 
products of the factory and the mill, which must be transported to fill the 
gap made by wear and tear, or to supply new demand. 

Not only the next ten years, but the next ten months; are bright with 
promise of commercial growth and financial expansion. 

Such conditions as these must put a solid foundation under reestablished 
confidence and make restoration the more speedy and more stable.

Special funds have been set apart from their estates by wealthy philan- 
thropists to provide a means for the higher education of young men at the 
state university and elsewhere.. 

But for the young women, the girls of Georgia, who are financially unable 
to equip themselves better to fight life’s battles, there has been made no 
such provision. 

It cannot be doubted that there are many cases in Georgia in which, at 
a small cost which they could not pay themselves, many worthy young 
women of bright minds might be provided with an education which would 
make them independent and self-supporting. 

Attention is called to just such a case in a communication from Mrs. 
Boyd. 

A comparatively small sum would give the young woman referred to an 
excellent normal or industrial school education at one: of the institutions 
maintained by the state, and would equip her to do a valuable work in life. 

Unfortunately there are no funds upon which girls of this class may 
draw or from which they may borrow for this important and worthy purpose. 
Occasionally, individual cases of this kind are taken care of, but the great 
majority of them lose these advantages because of the lack of opportunity.

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FARMERS DEMAND SUPPORT OF AGRICULTURAL 
SCHOOLS. 


Georgia’s agricultural schools must be supported. 

The present legislature must solve the problem of how this is to be done. 
The time is short, desperately short. Desperate situations require radical 
measures for their treatment. 

If the present legislature adjourns without providing means for the 
maintenance of the state’s agricultural schools, it will be a direct and vicious 
blow at the state’s agricultural progress. It will be an affront to every 
farmer in the state. 

This is the view taken by the Farmers’ 
Union at its recent state convention in Macon. 
ing resolution was adopted: 

“WE CALL UPON OUR LEGISLATURE TO PROVIDE ADE- 
QUATE SUPPORT FOR OUR AGRICULTURAL SCHOOLS, AND 
ANY MEMBER OF EITHER HOUSE OR SENATE FAILING TO 
VOTE FOR SUCH A BILL WILL BE CONSIDERED AN ENEMY 
OF OUR FARMING CLASS. HOWEVER, NOTHING IN THIS RES- 
OLUTION SHALL BE CONSIDERED AS FAVORING THE TAG 
TAX BILL, BUT SIMPLY AS DEMANDING THE SUPPORT OF 
THE SCHOOLS, SO THEY CAN OPEN IN SEPTEMBER.” 


The schools must be supported. The Farmers’ Union has no plan to ad- 
vance and officially advocates none that have so far been broached. They 
prefer to leave that detail to the men they have selected to represent them. 
The fertilizer tag tax bill numbered among its advocates many members of 
the convention, but in view of the division of opinion on the subject, it was 
thought unwise to take action on it, direct—either for or against. 

However, this means of providing revenue for the schools has been 
effectually disposed of so far as the present session is concerned. It may, 
therefore, be left out of further discussion. 

But the problem of providing ways and means to carry on the great work 
of agricultural educatfgn has not yet been settled. 

In the light of the above resolution, Mr. Legislator, are you willing to 
return home and face your farming constituents and tell them you were in- 
‘different to their. demands? It will not do to say you were friendly to the 
schools, but could find no practical means of meeting the situation. That is 
not the part of statesmanship. 7

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Need of Aid in Education of Young 
Women, 


Editor Constitution: Some days ago there 
was referred to me a letter from a& man 
in a north Georgia town who was trying most 
eagerly to get ald in educating his daugh- 
ter so that she, in turn, could help him 
give better advantages to three younger thil- 
dren. The letter was one that interested me 
exceedingly, and the problem of this man, 
with but fifty dollars a month, and the re- 
sponsibility of four children, seemed one that 
we ought to help him solve, for he ts pitiably 
eager to give the daughter more advantages 
than are possible in the town where she 
lives, where she has finished the graded 
school. It wo.\% “Re only a hundred and 
twenty-five dollars to send the girl for a 
year to one of our state normals, and I am 
calling this case to your attention in the hope 
that some one may be interested to help the 
girl, who is said to be bright and ‘‘a good 
Sunday schoos teacher,”* to get the education 
that will help her, in turn, to aid_the 
younger children. 

For cases like this we should feel a cer- 
tain responsibility, because our state makes 
no provision whatever for the high schools 
that almost all states provide, nor does bur 
present legislature seem inclined to act on 
this all-important question, so that a boy 
or girl who, like this girl, lives in a small 
town where there is no high school run by 
private funds, has no chance whatever for 
any further education than the common 
schools cgn give, if there is not enough money 
provided to send him or her away to a 
higher institution. 

Again, while Governor Brown left a fund 
to help students through the University of 
Georgia, there is, as far as I am able to 
find out, no fund whatever to help worthy 
girls get an education in our state insti- 
tutions, and the university is, of course, 
closed to them. Individual girls are certainly 
sent by individuals now and then, but there 
is no special sum set aside regularly to help 
such people, and the custodian of the funds 
for education of one of our largest religious 
bodies tells me that he has applications 
many times over for what funds are at 
his disposal. 

Will you not urge upon your readers the 
service that could be rendered by such be- 
quests or gifts for the education of our 
bright but very poor girls in the state? And 
will you not give thie communication space 
in the hope that someone, too, may become 
interested in this particular girl? Cases that 
interest me come under my notice frequently, 
ani {i can vouch for the need in our state 
of funds to help such girls.

GEORGIA’S WOMEN WORKING 


FOR CAUSE OF EDUCATION 


The State Federation of Women's 
Clouds has devoted itself so earnestly 
to the cause of education, having six 
out of tts fifteen committees doing edu- 
cational work; the Daughters of the 
Amettcan Hevolution and the Vaughters 
oO the Confederacy nave so ably fol- 
loweed out their own educational pro- 
erams, and the littie band of college 
women bas seo busily endeavored to get 
and cit®ulate the “acts ih regard ‘to our 
condition, that we muy be pardoned, 
perhaps, for taking up some space on 
this page for a sort of inventory of our 
educational assets and our progress in 
education, aS shown during the past 
year, baemg this on the report of the 
state cosnmissioner of education for 
1907. This report is very recently 
igsued, amd a careful study of it reveals 
eome facts that are most encouraging, 
eeveral that are startling, and some few 
that seem discouraging. 

Larger Appropriations for Schools. 


A gratifying increase in the income 
of the schools is the first thing to, be 
noted. For 1907 the whole revenue*for 
the schoole was over $3,000,000, and 
thie will be further increased, for, fer 
1908, a direct appropriation of $2,000,- 
000 was made, and this will be 
$2,250,000 for the year afier. Moreover,

Fifteen counties, however, out of 
nearly one hundred and fifty, is but a 
small proportion, and Mr. Merritt, in 
his report for i907, stated that nearly 
two-thirds of the counties in Alabama 
had then voted for hocal taxation. 

Moreover, while the increase in loca] 
faxes ig considerable, there is a dis- 
tressingly large number of counties 
that neither edd to the.funds for the 
monthly cost of education furnished 
them-by the state nor, by raising addi- 
tional funds, edd to the length of the 
echoo] term. The taxable given by 
the commissioner shows thirty such 
counties for 1907, while a clipping in 
the writer’s possession showed but 20 
for the year 1@04. As the original fig- 
ures were mot at hand, it was impos- 
sible to verify this seeming retrogres- 
sion on the part of ten counties for

port of the United States commissioner 
of education for 1904. Even comparing 
the amount ralised on the basig of each 
$100 worth of property, we are out- 
ranked tremendously by a number of 
Other states. 


Poor Pay of Teachers and Superin- 
tendents. 


Another question frequently discussed 
in these columng ts the very poor pay 
of our cura] school teachers and euper- 
intendents. This ig not true in ali 
counties, many of which pay their 
teachers fairly, but we certainly cannot 
hope to get good men as superimtend- 
ents when they are paid some of the 
pitjable sums that are ehown in this 
report. Webster county, for instance, 

its county school superintendent 
but $176; rdon, $166; Catoosa, $200; 
Dade; Dawson, $250, and two 
other counti#s less than 8300, With 
such pay as this, it will never be pos- 
sible to get the services of good men, 
unless they make their duties as super- 
intendent entirely secondary to other 
means of livelihood. 

Our teachers average an equally poor 
pay: As Mr. Pound says, “The average 
@alary of a teacher last year was com- 
puted to between 629 and $30 per 
month, while the legal term wag five 


months. Putting the average salary at 
$30 a month, the yearly salary would 
be $150."’ 

We have repeatedly called attention 
to this entirely inadequate pay. Brick- 
masons have been advertised for in this 
city to do the work in rural communi- 
ties at the rate of 50 cents an hour, or 
half the school teacher’s daily pay for 
an hour’s work; our state convicts have 
been regularly leased to the counties 
at 6226 d@ year, and the prison commis- 
sion itself records a case of subletting 
these comvicts at $570 a vear, and Geor- 
gians should remember that these are 
criminals, that they work with their 
hands only; that they are untrained, 
@mi that the cost of rations, housing, 
and clothing is an addition to this 
lease figure. It is a shame to compare 
our teachers with our negro convicts 
in point ef efaciency, but it May per- 
haps bring orudely home to our con- 
sciousness our duty as‘citizens to those 
whom Commissioner pound most aptly 
calls “The gtate’s worst paid, most 
hékpless and most unselfish eervants.”’ 


School Property Increases in Value. 


Save for an apparent decrease in the 
number of school libraries and the 
number of volumes included, which cer- 
tainly tends to indicate some error in 
a former report, there has been a de- 
cided incrgase in the things that make 


far better schoo] equipment. Two hun- 


dred and oninety-eight new school 
houses were. built, ag against 243 in 
1906, and the vaNje of school property 
increased from $5,295,000 to $5,822,000, 
Or an increase of 10 per cent. 

But $2,000,000 of this school property 
is not owned by the boards of educa- 
tion or the state, and much of th 
school property in use is unworthy o 
the name. Buildings built of planking, 
with wooden shutters and ‘tumbling 
chimneys have been used even in our 
Qwn country within a very few yeats, 
and the “old-fteld school house,’’ with 
bare wooden benches, broken windows, 
leaky rooms and@™no equipment what- 
ever is still to be found throughout the 
state, while a better style is, in seme 
counties, unkndwn. 

To quote the commissioner, “One 
county reports no buildings owned by 
the board of education. All schools in 
that county are taught In what the 
commissioner calls ‘miserable shacks.’ 
Another county reports sixty-two bulild- 
ings worth, when all is told, $1,965, or 
less than $32 each. 

Now, I submit that no educational 
Browth can take place amid such con- 
ditions. It sis not wonderful ~ that 
neither children nor parents take pride 
in their schools. How cari they?” Su- 
berintendent Joyner, of North Carolina

School Enrollment Has Decreased.

It may not be such a wonderful 
deed to keep such stars as Flanagan, 
Sheridan. Ewry, Gilbert, Shaw, Gar- 
rels, Rose and others in shape to pile 
up points; but it is something to put 
Sheppard where he could beat the best 
miler of Europe, ang then follow it up 
by beating the best half-miler. And, 
think of making Irons jump over 2 feet 
further than he had ever jumped be- 
fore in his HNfe, either in practice or 
competition!

But the performance of Carpenter and 
Robbins in beating Halswell in the 
400-meter was, perhaps, Mike's finest 
pieca of workmanship. It was Taylor, 
the negro, the English feared; but 
Murphy saw weeks ahead of the meet 
that Paylor was no longer the runner 
he had been, and he went forthwith to 
work on the other two. Yes, it is no 
doubt true, as the English allege, both 
this race and the Marathon by Hayes 
were run according to a carefully con- 
cetved ang thoroughly tearned plan— 
albeit a perfectly fair and honorable 
plan. 

True that professional coaching and 
fine headwork entered largely into 
both performances. That’s the way we 
run races over here, with the coopera- 
tion of brains, and not solely with our 
legs. That’s the way we train in al 
forms of athletics, and until English- 
men learn to do likewise they will 
steadily be beaten by Americans. These 
races were run off according to a set 
plan, just the way one winde up an 
eight-day clock of elaborate mechanism, 
and then sets it going. It strikes the 
quarter hours, and it telis the day of 
the week and of the Month, as well as 
the hours, minutes, and seconds of the 
day. It also tells the changes of the 
moon, and, lastly, the alarm goes oft 
at the proper time when that time 
comes around. It’s a good clock, be- 
cause it runs according to a plan. Eng- 
land's athletic clocks just aren’t good 
time-pieces. Nor, for that matter, are 
those of other nations. Take the case 
of that poor Italian, Dorando.

Russellville, Ky., August |.—Four ne- 
groes, Virgil, Tom and Robert Jones 
and Joe Riley, were taken from jail 
here early today and henged to a tree 
on the edge of town. 

No .ehots were fired by the mob, 
which was composed of about fifty 
men, and the people of the town knew 
nothing of tne affair until daylight re- 
vealed the four bodies dangling from 
a tree just outside Russellville on the 
Nashville pike. The following note 
one of the 
bodies: 

“Let this be a warning to you nig- 
fers to let white people alone, or you 
will go the same way. Hugh Rogers 
better shut up or quit.” 


Victims Members of Oath. 


The negroes who were lynched were 


members of a lodge, and at a meeting 
recently, it is said, they approved of 
the murder of James Cunningham, a 
White farmer, by his negro 
Rufus Browder. This murder occurred 
in the suothern part of Logan county, 
and it is supposed here that the mob 
Was made up Of men from that part of 
the country, 

The negroes had been jn fail for sev- 
eral days, and while there had been 
considerable unrest since the atterfpt 
On the part of the mob to take Brow- 
der, the slayer of Cunningham, from 
tne Jail, some nights ago, ho real 
trouble was antic!pated and there was 
no guard around the prison. The ef 
tO get Browder failed. owing fo 
ihe f: that he was spirited out of 
jail by cre sheriff and sent to Bowling 
areen ar later to Louisville. where 
ae 8 confined. awaiting trial] 
‘The mob came into town so quietly 
that not one of the residents of+ the 
City was awakened from slumber. Pro- 
ceeding at once to the cOunty jail, the 
Jailer, Jake Butts, was summoned to 
the door, his residence being direatts 
connected with the prison.

Negroes Had Approved Murder. 

The negroes were members of a lodge 
sn tie southern part of Logan county, 
and just. when the entire county was 
stirred wp over the brutal murder of 
Mr. Cunningham by Browder, they held 
a meeting and expressed their ap- 
Proval of Browder’s deed. The ex- 
citement tn that Vicinity ran so high 
for a time that it was feared a race 
war would result, but the four leaders 
in the meeting were arrested and 
brought to this city, and these were 
tne men lynched early today. 

The murder which Started the trou- 
rh was one of most brutal in the 
history of Logan county. Browder 
who was a tenant on Cunningham's 
piace, had beer 4ischarged and upon 
leaving #wore vengweance. The next 
day he returned and lay in wait for 
Cunningham. When the latter came 
near his hiding place, Browder fired 
at him, killing him instantls'. The ne- 
Bro then escaped, but was captured ang 
Placed in jail at Russellville. A mob 
was immediately formed, but the sher- 
iff, hearing that violence would be at- 
tempted, had Browder taken into. the 
woods for the night and when the mob 
made its appearance succeeded in con- 
vincing them that the negro was not 
in the jail. The band dispersed and 
the next morning Browder was taken 
to Bowling Green and later to Louis- 
ville. 

The meeting of the negro lodge and 
its indorsement of Browder’s deed oc- 
curred immediately afterward. The 
tree On which the negro waa hanged 
has been used before for the same pur- 
pose.

mission to grant the roads authority to 
postpone until some future time the 
Gate for making effective the adVance1 
rates to points in Alabama, Florida, 
North and South Carolina. 

This petition was presented to the 
interstate commerce commission at 
Washington on Friday, and the con- 
mission has just declined to grant -he 
petition. 

The practical meaning of this isthat 
the railroads now find themselves com- 
pelled to apply on such character of 
shipments to all points inthe states of 
Alabama, Florida, North and Soutna 
Carolina the advanced rates, in accord- 
ance with their published tariffs, ef- 
fective August |, while on the same 
commodities to points within the state 
of Georgia they are prohibited by the 
restraining order issued by Judge 
Speer to appiy such advanced rates. 


Advantage of Georgia. 


This will give the dealers in such 
commoditigs in the state of Georgla. 
at least, a temporary advantage in 
the matter of such rates, as long as the 
situation remains in this shape. 

All of this makes the situation very 
mixed, and the other states will no 
doubt claim at once that it produces 
a condition of unjust and unreasonable 
discrimination against them. 

In all probability this is only the 
first gun of the inter#tate commission 
which will probably be heard from 
later on the subject of the situation in 
Georgia. 

It is suggested that the commission 
evidently had this in mind in declining 
to grant the petition of the railroads. 
The commission seems to hold to the 
view that the authority to regulate 
these matters of rates its vested alto- 
gether in the commission under the 
Hepburn law, and that the courts have 
nothing to do with such matters, If 
advance of action by the commission, 
and evidently it is the purpose of the 
commission to assert its jurisdiction by 
taking full charge of this matter, re- 
gardiess of the action of the courts in 
the meanwhile.

the deliberate punpose of reducing the 
bids. On ene day he stated that con-

It was then that l 
gatnered the impression that it was 
his deliberate purpose to mislead other 
bidders and decrease the vaiue of bids. 
“Mr. Hurt made other misstatements 
in his testimony before thbs commit- 
tee. I had absolutely no conference, 
correspondence, or information, directly 
or indirectly, with any member or any 
representative, of the prison commis- 
sion. Dr. Hamby and 1 sat in a room 
at the Piedmont hotel the night before 
the bids were turned in, remaining up 
until an early bour in the morning, 
discussing what the figures of our bid 
should be. I favored a bid of not less 
than $225, and Dr. Hamby favored not 
more than that figure. We finally de- 
cided on $222.50. If 1 recall clearly, We 
submitteq bids on i100 lots at the same 
price. 
Commission Considered Bids 
vately. 


The next morning we arrived at the 
capitol at twenty minutes to !2 ane 
went to the office of the prison commis- 
mission. The entire prison commis- 
sion, Captain Yancey, Jake Moore and 
other bidders besides myself and Dr. 
Hamby were present. 

“Dr. Hamby handeg to Captain Yan- 
cey our bid. At 12, the prison com mis- 
sion retired to its private office, alone. 
The majority of.the bidders awaited 
their return. In aboutan hour the ¢com- 
mission came out of the private office 
end Captain Yancey announced that ail 
bids of over $220 would get convicts, 
and that no conyig}s would be awarded 
to bidders whose figures were under 
$220. 

“Our bid required that we sign con- 
tract for $1,600,000. We assumed the 
obligation of paying $530,000 during 
the five years our lease ran, $10,000 to 
lease of convicts for the first

year. 

“We immediately began making ar- 
rangements to work or sublease the 
convicts which would be awarded us. 
Right here let me call your ettention to 
the fact that subleasing is authorized 
by law. There seems to be an impres- 
sion that this is tllegal. Personally, 
I consider this a good feature of the 
law, as it undoubtedly raises the value 
of the convicts to the state.” 

Mr. Felder: “This committee knows 
ail that, Mr. Toomer.” 

Mr. Toomer: ‘Ags JI have stated, we 
immediately, and some time in advance 
of the date when the convicts would 
be awarded to us, made preparations 
to either work or sublease the con- 
victsa. We bought several turpentine 
piants, subleasing at same time con- 
victs to conduct these businesses. We 
were thus working several hundred 
convicts before our lease began. This 
much in reply to charges that Dr. 
Hamby and myself were unprepares 
to handle convicts when our lease be- 
gan. 

Extra Pay for Warden. 


“Later I bought a turpentine business 
at Waycross and subleased from the 
firm of Hamby & Toomer a large num- 
ber of convicts. The warden, Captain, 
Conyérs, was paid $50 by the state and 
$100 by myself. I did not know, then, 
and I do not know now, that this wae 
a violation of the law. Captain Con- 
yers had proven himself a most com- 
petent man and I repaid him by plac- 
ing him practically in full charge of 
the business. He probably knew more 
about it than I did. I was practicing 
jaw at the time and only vbsited Way- 
eross occasionally. It would, of course, 
have been impossible to secure as good 
@ man to look after the welfare of tha 
convicts for the $50 paiq him by the 
state. 

“While my connection with the con- 
vict lease system is ended, I having 
sold the Waycross busineas and sub- 
leased the convicts, I have no objection

Mr. Candler: “Do you think wardens 
can always disassociate their duties to 
the state and to the lessees?’ 

Mr. Toomer: “I am not prepared to 
say they can, but no man who is will- 
ing to work for $60 a month is a 
proper man to take charge of a camp 
of 100 convicts. I think the legislature 
has done the prison commission an 
injustice in not providing funds to se- 
cure competent men.” 

Askeqg if he thought any employee of 
the penitentiary department had ever 
been improperly influenced, he replied: 

"If 10,000 men met in Atlanta tomor- 
row and swore such things against the 
three members of the prison commis- 
sion, I would not believe it.” 

Before leaving the stand, witness 
said the committee might have full

Among the other witnesses examined 
during the morning were S. R. Kitron, 
manager of the plant of G. & Baxter 
& Co. at Fargo, Ga.:: C. Lh Tatum, 
deputy warden at the Durham Coal and 
Coke Company mines at Pittsburg, 
Ga.; W. H. Flowers, a sawmill and 
turpentine operator, with plants at 
Jakin and Blakely; Dr. J. P. Atkinson, 
physician at the state farm at Mil- 
ledgeville and formerly employed as 
camp physician at Sugar Hill and Cole 
City, and W. M. Toomer, formerly a 
member of the firm of Hamby @ 
Toomer. 

Chief Warden Jake Moore announced 
that he was present and ready to go 
on the stand. Chairman Felder an- 
nounced that he would be calleg on 
Monday. 

Full Committee Present. 


When the committee was called to 
order at 9:30 o'clock all the members 
of the investigating board were present 
except Senator Hayes and Representa- 
tive Adams, of Chatham. These gentle- 
men came in shortly afterwards. 

8 R. Kitron, the first witness, stated 
he had been with the G. 8S. Baxter Com- 
pany, at Fargo, since April, 1906. He 
told of securing twenty-five convicts 
from Dr. Hamby, for which the com- 
pany paid $46 a month. The company, 
he said, had paid the former warden, 
J. P. Mehaffey, from $25 to $75 a 
month. J. H. Coffee has been warden 
since April |, and has received no extta 
pay in addition to that from the state. 
Of the 150 convicts at the camp, wit- 
ness sai4 125 were secured from Hamby 
and Toomer before he went with the 
company. For these men the sum of 
$37.60 a month was paid. Witness told 
of sale last year of a carload of lum- 
ber to Captain Goodloe Yancey, of the 
prison commission, which was paid for 
by the latter. 

C. Ih Tatum, of Pitteburg, Ga., was 
the next witness. He stated he had 
been working at the Durham camp 
since 1887 in thecapacity of guard and 
deputy warden, receiving from $17.50 to 
$50 a month. The Durham Coal and 
Coke Company paid him $10 when he 
was deputy warden for looking after 
the company’s hogs, and then $50 for 
keeping the company’s commissary. 

Jake Moore and Extra Pay. 


Regarding the extra compensation, 
witness stated that Jake Moore said he 
should not let his other duties inter- 
fere with his duties ag warden, and it 
wag from this that he surmised Moore 
knew of the extra pay. 

The testimony given by witness in the 
suit brought by R. A. Keith against 
the Durham Coal and Coke Company, 
was read dy Mr. Candler. In that tes- 
timony witness stated that he had been 
gaid $10 a month, and that thie fact 
was known to Jake. Moore. 

The witness told of the killing by 
Captain Mitchell of the convict named 
Webb, reference to which hae frequently

concealed in his bosom: He had re-

Continu- 
ing, witness said: 

“Captain Mitchell told him he would 
give him an hour in which to make up 
his mind to take a whipping. He told 
him he had not done any work since 
he had been there, and must take a 
whipping. Captain Mitchell talked to

Hopeless of Completing Sentence. 


“When Captain Mitchell was talking 
to him he turned around and cursed 
him. He said he had twenty years, 
and could not make it, and was not 
going to try to make it. He wag stand- 
ing sideways to Mitchell, and was shot 
in the back of the neck. He advanced 
a time or two toward Mitchell, but 
was about 10 or i2 feet away from 
Captain Mitchel] when he was shot.” 

Mr. Felder: ‘He made no effort at 
the thme to cut Captain Mitchel)?’ 

Witness: “TI do not think he did.” 

Mr. Felder: ‘0on’t you know?’ 

Witness: “No-sir, there was no ef- 
fort to cut-Mitchell.. He was !0 or 12 
There was no chance to 
cut him at that distance.” 

Mr. Felder: ‘What did you guards 
and wardens do”’’ 

Witness: “We carried him into the 
hospital and sent for the coroner.”’ 

Mr. Felder: ‘What did Mitchell say?’ 

Witness: “He said ‘thie is something 
I hated to do, but I had to do it.’ "’ 

Mr. Felder: “Did he have to do it? 
Was there no way to avoid it?’’ 

Witess: “He had to do it to avotd a 
mutiny among the men, but not to 
Save his own life. We guards might 
have overpowered Webb, but I would 
not have liked to try it.” 

Witness admitted that as Suard he had 
sometimes whipped convicts when the 
warden was sick. This is in direct vio- 
lation of the law which prescribes that 
mo guard shal! touch a convict except in 
self-defense or to prevent escapes. 
Tatum and the Case of Abe Winn. 


Tatum was the gentleman who owned 
the hog that caused young Abe Winn 
to get a severe beating when he spilled 
some coffee on the aforesaid porker'’s 
sensitive back. 

Witness said this young white boy 
gave his age at 17 when he entered the 
camp. He remained there two years be- 
fore his death. He was whipped in De- 
cember and several days later went to 
the hospital. He died in February, and, 
according to the witness, the records 
showed pneumonia fever which devel- 
oped into tuberculosis. Captain Goode 
had done the whipping and witness said 
he struck Abe twelve or fifteen licks 
with a leather strap. 

Witness said Mr. Maddox, of Rome. a 
son of Judge Maddox, had recently visit- 
ed the camp to inquire about Abe Winn’'s 
death and other facts about the camp. 

M. H. Flowers, a saw mill man of 
Jakin and Blakely, testified that his 
company works eighty-three convicts at 
Jakin and fifty-eight at Blakely. He 
formerly paid his warden extra compen- 
sation. but attended no conference on 
this subject with the prison commis- 
sion. 

He said his warden, A. J. Harvard, 
the state’s officer in charge of convicts. 
had a three-sixteenths interest in the 
company’s turpentine business. Warden 
had never been transferred, but witness 
did not know whether or not. prison 
commission had knowledge of his inter- 
est in the businesg and of extra salary 
he was receiving.

commission. No investigation was nade 
by the commission until a year later, 
following disclosures made by an ex- 
convict and publications in the newspa- 
pers of the state. The physician did not 
know negro had been wrapped in a 
blanket and smothered, 

The grand jury investigated the matter 
and returned indictments against Ward- 
en Vettatoe and Dr Meadow. They were 
acquitted. The warden was discharged 
by the prison commission on account of 
the affair. No inquest was held by the 
coroner. 

Hamby Was Star Witness. 


Tom Lee Hamby, brother of Dr. W. B. 
Hamby, cousin of Brnest Hamby, part- 
ner of L. D. Yancey, in the firm of 
Hamby & Yancey, sublessees, and for- 
merly a locomotive engineer, was one 
of the stars’ at the hearing. 

He stated that he and Mr. Yancey, 
who was the private individual book- 
keaper of Dr. W. B. Hamby, had leased 
anumiber of misdemeanor convicts 
from Dr. Hamby, and employed them 
in grading work at Nickajack on the 
line of the Southern railroad, under a 
contract with Robert Russell & Co. 
These misdemeanor convicts came from 
Cobb and Whitfield counties. There 
were from 35 to 75 employed at various 
times during eighteen months Ernest 
Hamby did the whipping when chastise- 
ment was necessary. 

Witness thought they agreed to pay 
Dr. Hamby $20 a month for these men. 
Tie sald any profits were to be divided 
equally between himself and Mr. Yan- 
cey, Dr. Hamby’s ‘bookkeeper, and the 
partner of the witness. Any losses, he 
presumed, were to be shared in the same 
way. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Candler 
the exact details of this partnership, its 
profits and losses hecame more and 
more involved. Witness did not know 
exactly where he stood then or stands 
now. He said: 

Witness: “We lost a good deal 
money. [| cannot say how much.” 

Mr. Candler: ‘“How much did you 
put into the venture?” 

Witness: “We did not put in any mon- 
ey at all.” 

Mr. Candler: ‘Then how did 
lose a great deal of money?’ 

Witness: ‘‘Well, ‘we tost a lot of 
time. I was running on the road at the 
time, and did not stay there much.”’ 

Mr. Canditer: ‘You put in no money, 
and yet you lost money? You were 
running on the railroad, and yet you 
lost time, although you spent only your 
off days at the camp.’ 

Mr. Candler figured out that 75 con- 
victs at $20 a month for !I8 months 
meant an obligation of $27,000. Wit- 
ness did not know whether they had 
paid Dr. Hamby all of this sum or how 
much they owed him or whether they 
would ever get even. 

It is a violation of the law 
lessee to employ misdemeanor 
victs. 

W. E. Blissett, of Cedartown, the 
next witness, stated that he had work- 
ed only under the old lease system, in 
effect prior to 1897, and knew nothing 
of the new system. 

Conditions at Sugar Hill. 


Dr. J. ‘P. Atkinson, 
Ga., the next witness, 
requested to ‘be heard. 

Witness stated he was camp physician 
at Sugar Hill, receiving $50. He also 
said he had charge of the misdemeanor 
convicts for Bartow county, receiving 
$50. When the two camps were merg- 
ed into one at Cole City, he was trans- 
ferred there, as a phiyercian. 

‘Witness stated he is now physician 
at the state farm at Milledgeville. He 
receives $75 a month anda horse. The 
prison commission appointed him, he 
said. 

Regarding the treatment of the con- 
victs at the state farm, he satd that the 
treatment was as good as it could be 
in a convict camp. <As to when a man! 
reported sick, and really was not sick, 
witness stated that he always took the /§ 
man into his private office and talked |: 
to him, and he never had any trouble 
getting him to go back to work, and 
that he had never recommended a 
whipping. He cited an instance regard- 
ing the treatment of the convicts at 
the state farm, that a gentiemen had | 
told him the treatment was better than 
in the German army.

Be Sued. 


That the legislative investigation com-: 


mittee, now probing the convict system 
will conclude its hearings 


this week and will report to both 


is the consensus of opinion at the state 


What these reports and recommenda- 
be, of course, no One knows 
Or surmises, as the committee, * is un- 
derstood, has not discussed these hear- 
ings informally, much less formally, yet, 

But it is believed, however, by those 
who have followed the testimony deliver- 
ed on the witness stand, for it is on this 
solely the report is to be based, that no 
impeachment will 
be found against any one; that the com- 
mission will be censured for allowing 
the deputy wardens to be paid by the 
lessees; for permitting cruelty at the 
convict camps, both of the lessees and 
at the state farm, when it could have 
been ascertained so easily upon investl- 
gation; that the former state warden 
will be censured for dealing in convicts 
while an employee of the commission, 
and that recovery be had of the lessees 
on bonds for infraction of the prison 
commission rules and regulations. 

That censure will be the burden of 
the report instead of further action is 
generally believed. 

The system will, it is believed, be con- 
demned for the cruelties which have’hbeen 
proven; the commission for allowing 


deputy wardens to he pald ‘on the side” 
and the deputy wardens for receiving it. 

What suggestions will be suggested in 
regard to relieving these conditions other 
than provided in the convict bill are 
not known. That measure provides that 
no lessee who has been guilty of cruelty 
can lease again; that no convict can be 
worked over ten hours a day, and none 
in the mines. 

This week the committee intends to 
allow any man who considers he has been 
reflected upon by any testimony brought 
out to hand in the names of witnesses 
to be subpenaed in his behalf on any 
stated point or position. 

The prison commission will be invited 
to attend the committee for any state- 
ment they may wish to make, but no 
subpena will be issued. It is a cer- 
tainty this committee will report before 
the legislature adjourns if they have 
to stop short off to do it.
